$300 million more 
needed despite 
welfare reform 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)—The 
Reagan 
administration 
said 
today 
Californians will have to pay $300 million more in taxes next year despite 
welfare and medi-cal reform legislation signed by the governor. 
Reagan penned the reform bills Friday to conclude an eight-month 
sustained effort by him and legislators to draft measures both could accept. 
The governor, who campaigned for re-election last year pledging to 
reform both aid systems, praised the compromise programs. 
"This represents a constructive step that is going to enable us to correct a 
great many abuses and at the same time we re going to improve the quality 
of life for those people who must be dependent on the rest of us,’ the 
governor said at the signing ceremony. 
The welfare reform measure is estimated to save $184 million annually in 
federal, state and county funds and the medi-cal revision is estimated to 
save $200 million a year. 
But neither reform programs goes into effect until Oct. 1, in order to give 
county welfare agencies time to gear up for the changes. 
Revenue experts say the delay is going to throw the new state budget 
further out of balance and require additional taxes. 
State Finance Director Verne Orr, Reagan s top fiscal advisor, said 
Friday the treasury faces a $305 million deficit, even with the savings 
realized from the reform programs. 
Orr said the administration hoped to pick up $205 million of the deficit 
through imposition of a withholding system of state income taxes. 
" We ll need another $100 million in other taxes,” Orr added. 
But Democratic legislative leaders have already said withholding 
alone—without general tax reform—will not be enacted this year. 
So unless the administration can convince lawmakers of the need for 
withholding to help the revenue shortages, taxpayers apparently can expect 
a $305 million le w increase. 
The dim fiscal picture, though, was ignored Friday as Reagan and key 
legislators involved in the reform negotiations held a jovial signing 
ceremonv. 
Asked bv newsmen how long the era of good feeling would last, Reagan 
replied: "I expect to be happy for the next few-weeks,” a reference to the 
current three-week legislative recess. 
Then he added . ” 1 have always been willing to get along with everyone, 
comment that caused Democratic Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti of Van 
Nuys to throw up his hands in mock exasperation 
Basically the welfare reform bill will permit the state to regulate more 
strictly the Aid to Families with Dependent Children program, the most 
costlv of all welfare aid plans. 
About two-thirds of those on AFDC will get grant boosts, while the other 
third will drop. But AFDC grants will rise with the cost of living each year 
beginning in July. 1973—the first time recipients were guaranteed an annual 
inflation meeting boost.

Syrian troops poised 
for further action 


Syrian troops backed by tanks were poised on hills overlooking Jordan 
today, threatening further military action between the two allies of the 1967 
Middle East war in a dispute which has split the Arab world more decisively 
than at any time since the war with Israel. 
Their third 1967 ally, Egypt— the ranking state in the turbulent Arab 
sphere—was in constant contact with Syria, Libya and the Sudan to 
coordinate a stand on the crisis which blossomed with jet fighter, tank and 
artillery duels between Syria and Jordan across their common border. 
Egypt, Libya and Syria are planning to join a federation of Arab 
Republics Sept. 1. The Sudan is expected to become a m em ber early next 
year. 
Egyptian War Minister Mohammed Ahmed Sadek was in Damascus for 
consultations with Syrian President Hafez Assad in a move which political 
sources in Beirut said was designed to urge a cooling off by both sides in 
their conflict over the freedom of Palestinian guerrillas to act against 
Israel and Israeli-occupied territory. 
In Cairo, the semiofficial newspaper A1 Ahram said today Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat telephoned Assad at midnight "after it became 
clear that 
the situation between Syria and Jordan was seriously 
deteriorating” following three days of clashes during which Syria claimed 
to have destroyed nine Jordanian tanks. 
The newspaper said Egypt wanted to halt any escalation of the conflict.

Government closes books on 
Kent case, parents unhappy 


WASHINGTON <UF*Ii -The Justice Department closed 
its books on the Ohio National Guard slaying of four Kent 
State University students for lack of evidence, leading the 
parents to declare a “ loss of faith in our government.” 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell said F riday he agreed 
with the f indings of the President s Commission on Campus 
Unrest that the shooting of the students during an antiwar 
demonstration May 4. 1970. was 
unnecessary, unwar­ 
ranted and inexcusable. ” 
But Mitchell said there was “ no credible evidence that 
would assure a conviction on charges of conspiracy. Justice 
officials said the government would have to prove the 
National Guardsmen conspired to violate the civil rights ol 
the students before any successful prosecution could result . 


i have communicated this decision to the parents of the 
four students who died and restated my sympathy with the 
full knowledge that nothing can be said to mitigate their 
sorrow and remorse. Mitchell said in a statement. 
The parents of the four students said in a joint statement 
that “ we deeply regret this because the loss of faith in our 
government is nearly as great as the loss ot our children. 


The statement was signed by Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Krause, parents of Allison Krause, 19. of Pittsburgh; Mrs. 
F^laine Miller, mother of Jeffrey Miller, 20, ot Plain City, 
N Y 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin Scheuer. parents of Sandy 
Scheuer, 19, of Youngstown, Ohio, and Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Schroeder. parents of William Schroeder, 20, of Lorain,

Grenadiers take over. F>om now on until 
the trouble is over, the men will be pulling 
48-hour duty rather than the usual 24. ” 
In other words, the guard would not 
change Sunday either. 
“ I think the last time this happened was 
at Christmas, even many of the men were 
away on holiday, the officer said “ At that 
time. too. we had them on 48-hour shifts." 
In spite of it all a few diehards stuck 
around to watch the Goldstream Guards 
even as the buses, one bv one, pulled out 
and down into the Mall, taking Herr Weber 
and scores of fellow travelers to the more 
reliable delights of Trafalgar Square and 
the Strand.

There was no explanation why so many 
men were aboard the craft since such 


missions normally are performed by light 
planes or observation helicopters with one 
or two men aboard 
South Vietnamese spokesman Col. Le 
Van Hien said 29 Communists were killed 
and government troops lost four dead and 
six wounded in ground probes against the 
position of a Marine battalion about two 
miles north of firebase Sarge. 
He said the artillery attacks, begun 
Wednesday, 
involved 60mm and 80mm 
mortars and 122mm rockets and were 
directed against bases from Alpha 1 on the 
seaeoast a mile south of the DMZ to Sarge 
10 miles south of the DMZ and 25 miles 
inland.

Schweitzer Impact 


World Warms to 


Reverence for Life

When Erica Anderson dedicated the Albert Schweitzer 
Friendship House in Great Barrington, Mass., last month, 
she invited a few friends to attend. Since her remodeled 
barn-film center can seat only a hundred people, she 
didn’t bother to send announcements and only told "a 
few friends.” 


They must have told their friends, for 2,100 people 
showed up and the cars alone nearly tilled a 20-acre 
pasture next to her house. Good news travels last and 
events concerning Albert Schweitzer continue to be pop­ 
ular—and increasing. 


After Schweitzer’s death in 1965, Miss Anderson decided 
to establish a library, museum and film center. The re­ 
sult is a total success. For here is one of the best collec­ 
tions of books, manuscripts and printed material by and 
about Albert Schweitzer. Miss Anderson naturally shows 
her own films of Schweitzer, many not seen by the gen­ 
eral public although her 1960 documentary film won the 
Academy Award for its category. Evidently, word has 
gotten around concerning this five-year project—more 
than 25,000 visitors have stopped off in Great Barrington 
during the construction period. 


Schweitzer continues to attract a crowd. Was it his 
hospital in Africa, his music at Aspen. Colo., his lectures 
in Uppsala. Sweden, or his theology that shook Germany? 
It may be all these things, but one development, one 
aspect of his life and thought now reaches far beyond 
his lifetime, racing ahead of 20th-century man—Rever­ 
ence for Life. 


However notable Schweitzer was in other fields, how­ 
ever original or courageous, Reverence for Life is the 
enduring word and much of the world seems eager to 
discover the dimensions of such an idea. 


Other happenings mark the impact of Schweitzer on 
our time. 


• In East Germany, an anthology of Schweitzer’s 
writings has just been published by a Marxist press. The 
early anti-imperialist, anti-colonialist stance of Schweit­ 
zer may be the reason for their interest. 


• Robert Payne, author and lecturer on Schweitzer, 
has recently announced the possibility of a feature film. 
Other Hollywood producers, like William Graf (just com­ 
pleted "African Elephant” ) are actively considering film 
treatment of the Man from Lambarene. 


• In Japan, Schweitzer runs a close second to Ghandi 
as the most popular non-Japanese author among school­ 
children. His world radio broadcasts in opposition to 
atomic bomb testing stirred the people of Japan. Rever­ 
ence for Life is a powerful theme among Buddhists. 


• Four countries have issued stamps commemorating 
Schweitzer’s life and work. Gabon issued not only stamps 
but produced gold coins popular with collectors. 


• In Gunsbach. Germany. Schweitzer’s birthplace, a 
a new museum is sorting through his vast correspondence, 
establishing archives for scholars, students and interested 
followers of his work. 


• Schweitzer posters and African scenes and "Friend­ 
ship Cards'" have been produced by Schweitzer World. 
Box 208 Pleasantville. N.Y. 10570, incorporating some of 
Erica Anderson’s classic photography of the philosopher. 


The world is searching for heroes, genuine great men 
and women, who link action with vision. It would seem 
that Albert Schweitzer has satisfied the search of many.

A tangle of tracks homes 
in at the roundhouse, the 
factories and main street. 
It is the central action. 
From it spans a single track 
over 
a 
trestle, 
past 
a 
European village, through a 
maze of terraced mountain 
tunnels to the end of the line 
— an Old West frontier town 
and gold mine. 
If 
tins 
seems 
a 
bit 
curious. It is because the 
railroad, the towns and the 
scenery are all a part of a 
nxidei 
railroad—arranged 
and built by Jim Williams. 
An architectural engineer 
student 
at 
Cal 
F oly 
in te r e ste d 
in 
b rid ge 
b u ild in g. 
22-year 
old 
Williams has followed the 
r o m a n c e 
of m o d e l 
railroading 
for several 
years. 
In 
the . garage 
of 
his 
parents' home at 321 N. W 
St., the miniature trains, 
people, animals, buildings, 
trees and other accessories 
are 
a 
melting 
pot 
of 
European 
and 
American 
influences. 
Most 
were 
bought through a kit, though 
Jim 
has 
designed, 
re­ 
designed 
and 
made 
a 
number of buildings, along 
with the tunneled mountain. 
Jim 's 
first 
train, 
a 
Marklin, was given to him 
in 1953, when the W’illiam s’ 
family 
was 
stationed 
in 
Germany. 
Of 
German 
manufacture or pattern, all 
are steam locomotives with 
the exception of a Swiss 
e le c tr ic 
lo c o m o tiv e. 
Gondolas, refrigerator cars, 
boxcars — some 30 in all — 
dutifully click-clack after 
the locomotives run from 
the master control panel. 
To assist in their operation, 
an overhead catenary wire 
has been recently installed 
around the tracks. 
Williams strives to match 
his 
building 
architecture 
and 
function 
with 
his 


railroad car.s. F or instance, 
one 
red 
brick 
building, 
faintly 
remini.scent of 
a 
turreted German castle, is a 
warehouse. 
Jim plans to 
pul up a CarLsberg brewery 
sign 
on 
the building 
to 
cwjincide with hisCarlsberg 
refrigerator cars. 
He is 
also 
constructing 
an 
oil 
refinery for his oil tank 
cars. 
The 
railroad 
d ep ot, 
though 
painted 
red, 
is 
patterned after the Southern 
Facific Railroad depot in 
Lompoc, he says. 
Like 
.some of his other buildings, 
it 
is 
co n stru cted 
of 
cardboard, balsa wood and 
pla.stics. 
From the “ urban*’ area 
with its planned bustle, the 
track 
bridges 
a 
roaring 
mountain 
stream 
to 
the 
quiet 
of 
the 
countryside 
with its smaller towns. The 
river trestle, made by Jim. 
was slimmed out of 4 x 4 
redwood originally intended 
for a fence. Water flowing 
out of a conduit from the 
mountain side with its many 
tunnels, is actually model 
airplane glue dripped and 
"frozen” over fine wire. 
The mountain itself was 
continued after his father, 
James 
Williams, 
started 
him with the framework 
and initial steps. The basic 
skeleton of wood is covered 
with a screening over which 
wall 
plaster 
has 
been 
formed and molded into the 
desired 
shapes. 
The 
topography is painted with 
acrylics and oils. Smudges 
of 
grass 
are 
colored 
sawdust; rocks, lumped-up 
plaster. 
Williams 
is 
adept 
at 
painting. 
Background 
panels stretching end to end 
feature an acry lic mural of 
mountains combining 
the 
Jackson 
Hole 
country, 
Yosemite

Shasta areas.

The little toy railroad, a 
spur off the narrow gauge 
that 
ran 
from 
Mattei s 
Tavern in Los Olivos to San 
Luis Obispo, rounded the 
soft contours of the hills 
hugging Sisquoc. Oil had 
been discovered near Orcutt 
and in Cat Canyon and side 
tracks were built from Suey 
Junction to Gary. Sisquoc 
and Palmer to haul out the 
oil in tank cars. 
The first ten miles of 
track for the Pacific Coast 
Railway had been laid in 
1875 
between 
San 
Luis 
Obispo and Port Harford. 
The 
line 
then 
extended 
through 
Nipomo, 
Santa 
Maria, Los Alamos to the 
west and Los Olivos. At its 
zenith, 
the 
Railway 
had 
over 100 miles of track. 
But 
the 
D epression 
applied the brakes. In 1942’ 
during World war U, tne 
end 
came. 
Scrap 
iron, 
needed to make steel, was 
scarce. The rusty little rails 
were ripped up and shipped 
away

176

William Benjamin Foxen 
was the first ranchero to 
bring his family to the area 
in 1837. A former English 
seaman who traded with the 
C a l i f o r n i a n s 
d u r i n g 
Mexican rule, he became 


acquainted with the leading 
Spanish gentlemen of the 
new ports on the west coast. 
T h r o u g h 
Don 
T o m a s 
Olivera, he met Olivera's 
stepdaughter, 
dark-eved 
Eduarda Osuna. who later 
became Foxen's bride. 
T h e 
E n g l i s h m a n ' s 
original 
adobe, built 
in 
Foxen Canyon on Rancho 
Tinaquaic, was replaced by 
a second adobe which was 


restored 
in 
1880 by the 
Wickenden 
family. 
The 
homesites. along with the 
b r o n z e 
p l a q u e 
commemorating 
Foxen’s 
assistance to Lt. Col. John 
Fremont, are visible from 
the 
Foxen 
Canyon 
road 
south of Sisquoc Chapel. 
Foxen 
helped Fremont 
advert a possible ambush 


through Gaviota Pass by 
leading him to the summit 


of San Marcos Pass to Santa 
B a r b a r a . 
T h e r e 
the 
A m ericans 
took 
Santa 
Barbara without bloodshed. 
But 
the 
pioneer 
paid 
dearly 
for 
his 
action. 
Ostracized by those opposed 
to American rule, his home 
was ransacked and burned. 
The family was forced to 


abandon their residence and 
retreat to the Mission. It 
was 
seven 
years 
before 
Foxen and his family could 
return 
to 
live 
at 
their 
rancho. 
Foxen died in 1874 trom 
bite of a poisonous spider. 
Beside him in the church 
cemetery rests Eduarda in 
an unmarked grave, at her 
own request. 


HIGHWAY 176 ends in the heart of Sisquoc, 
an agricultural community of some 200 
people. As warden of the past, it can recall 
the days of the narrow gauge railroad, 
cattle ranches, saloons, and stagecoach 


stops. Sisquoc 
lies southeast of Santa 
Maria about 12 miles. Access to historical 
building sites a few miles east of town 
continues on Foxen Canyon Road.

J.B.McNally of the Santa 
Ines Mission drove his horse 
and buggy the 20 miles to 
d e l i v e r 
his 
s e r m o n , 
sometimes accompanied by 
a choir of Indians from the 
Mission. 
In 
1908. 
Rev. 
Mathias 
Ternes conducted the last 
services. 
A Santa Maria 
Valley missionary, he made 
the rounds of towns and 
villages. But Sisquoc Chapel 
was not one ot his favorite 
places. 
Gusts of wind whistled 
u n d e r 
t h e 
c h u r c h . 
Rattlesnakes lurked in the 
c e m e t e r y . 
F u r t h e r 
complications 
developed 
with 
the 
advent 
of 
the 
automobile. Horses ot the 
congregation were usually 
left at the foot of the hill 


below the church during 
services. The apparition ot 
th e 
c h a r g i n g 
r ed 
automobiles, 
mounted 
by 
monsters with goggles and 
linen dusters, terrified the 
horses. In the ensuing panic, 
the entire male portion ot 
the 
congregation 
would 
dissolve 
before 
h ather 
Ternes eyes, shouting and 
racing down the hill to quiet 
their animals. 


Looking down trom the | 
lofty knoll, the valley below 
stretches and yawns; sugar 
beets, cattle, rich soil to the 
marrow of the bones. 
On the hill, boots echo, 
hollow, on caked hardpan A 
dry melancholy, yet lovely 
of yesteryear, poses today s 
questions. 
But there are no answers. 
Only the quiet howl of the

grave beside her husband, at her own 
request. 
Foxen’s grave, at the extreme 
left, extends through the trees with its 
marble shaft made to represent the broken 
mast of a ship, a reminder of his days at 
sea. 


THE BELFRY is boarded up, but the old 
country school near Sisquoc lives on as the 
Sisquoc Grange. The building, maintained 


with a coat of red paint and white trim, is 
located about two miles on a knoll east oi 
Sisquoc on Foxen Canyon Road.

but

he 
saw 
threatening long before his 
final game loss to Thomas 
Stuermer. He had drawn a 
game, 
earlier

Wineinger and could see 
that Stuermer was giving 
every indication of winning 
all his games. 
That’s the 
way it turned out. Cowdry’s 
loss to Stuermer dropped 
him to third place behind 
Gary Field who was in 
contention for the winning 
spot himself. 
If all this proves anything 
it proves that tournament 
c h e s s 
is 
a 
t o u g h , 
s o m e t i m e s 
g r u e l i n g 
exprience. 
It has to be 
worth the effort or people 
wouldn't do it. 
Cowdry is typical of the 
young chess players who are 
c o m i n g 
a l o n g 
in 
considerable numbers now. 
He learned the chess moves 
from his father, in about 
1966, 
ac c e l e r at e d 
his 
interest at about the time he 
entered Cabrillo and moved 
up 
rapidly 
under 
the 
stimulus 
of 
the 
Lompoc 
Valley Chess Club. 


He 
m issed 
the 
first 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Junior 
tournament because he was 
on vacation with his family, 
but he won the title in 1970 
and 
a 
short 
time 
later 
emerged triumphant in the 
1970 version of the Johns- 
Manville Title Tournament. 
It was during the 1969 J-M 
tournament that he began to 
feel a growing strength in 
the game. 
After losing his 
game to Gene Bromley, who 
was to go on to win it all, 
Cowdry told yours truly, 
“ Bromley is good, butl can 
s e e 
t h a t 
h e ’s 
not 
invincible.’ 
Like a lot of young chess 
players, Cowdry talks of the 
feats of Bobby Fischer and 
of earlier greats including 
Reuben Fine. 
The latter’s 
book, 
“ Ideas Behind the 
Chess Openings,’’ 
was a 
particular 
milestone 
for 
him. 
In 
December, 
1970 
he 
topped 
the 
field 
in 
the 
Record’s Christmas Chess 
Tournament, 
winning 
the 
first place trophy (a chess 
clock) and bringing horn to 
Cabrillo, 
the 
Record’s 
perpetual 
high 
school 
trophy. 
Last fall and this spring, 
he 
played

Cabrillo 
in 
the 
Santa 
Barbara County High School 
Chess League competition, 
winning

available.

With the cost of appliance 
repairs going up all the time 
some people may decide it is 
cheaper to throw an appli­ 
ance away at the first sign 
of a malfunction and buy a 
new one. 
It becomes more impor­ 
tant than ever to give appli­ 
ances proper maintenance 
and to avoid unnecessary 
service calls. 
Proper care will make ap­ 
pliances last longer, work 
better. The instruction book 
supplied by the manufactur­ 
er is your best guide. It will 
tell you how much laundry 
and detergent to use in a 
washer, how much air space 
to leave around a refrigera­ 
tor and whether to use dis­ 
tilled or tap water in a steam 
iron. 
These may seem like small 
matters but neglect in just 
such areas leads to trouble. 
Save such booklets and 
save parts lists as well. 
Armed with a model number 
and the part number you can 
order and replace 
many 
parts yourself. After all, it 
doesn’t take an expert to re­ 
place a cracked washing 
machine agitator, a broken 
handle, a wornout spring. 
It’s an elementary thing 
but check to see that appli­ 
ances 
are 
properly 
con­ 
nected. Some are left con­ 
nected all the time. Others, 
such as electric irons and 
toasters, should be discon­ 
nected when not in use. 
Turning off the water sup­ 
ply at the valves will save 
wear on automatic washers.

lint filter. 
Appliance cords wear put 
in time. If the appliance goes 
on and off as you move the 
cord there is probably a 
short in it. Replace it entire­ 
ly. Plugs may no longer re­ 
main tight in the outlet and 
should 
replaced. 


Sometimes a cord pulls 
loose from the appliance; a 
problem more common to 
vacuum cleaners. Remove 
the frayed ends and bare 
enough wire to wrap around 
the terminals or to other 
wires inside the appliance. If 
you are splicing wires solder 
or use solderless connectors. 
Twisting and taping is not 
enough. Use insulating tape 
over your connections. 


Keep appliances properly 
lubricated. Y o u r owner’s 
manual will tell you how 
often and how much. Ac­ 
quaint yourself with oiling 
points. Felt inside an oil cup 
should be kept moist with oil, 
not wet. 


If fuses keep blowing out 
when the washer starts up or 
the refrigerator goes on, try 
to connect the appliance on 
a different circuit.

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PALM SPRINGS - This 
golf-happy mecca of the 
Southwest sports what well 
may be the world's longest 
fairway. 
It was no name (other 
than a numerical tag), lies 
on

par. But it has long been a 
• must” for golfdom's best 
and 
best-known 
players. 
And it hosts thousands more 
who 
come 
to

Palm 
Springs’ annual brace of 
top-rated tournaments. 
What’s described here, of 
course, is not a fairway, but 
a highway. Highway 111 is a 
clean, 
crisp, 
four-lane 
artery linking Palm Springs 
with its neighboring clubs 
and communities. As such, 


it 
pulsates 
among 
the 
Coachella 
Valley’s 
two 
dozen 
lush golf courses, 
where duffers proliferate 
like citrus »blossoms, and the 
caddie cart vies with the 
Cadillac 
as the desert’s 
most popular vehicle.

Highway 111 itself 
weaves easterly from Palm 
Springs, following a portion 
of the barren but striking 
Santa Rosa mountain range.

Abramo Lincoln, 1861-1865. 
Contrary to the conventional 
practice of commemorating 
the life span of a president 
along with his likeness, Equa­ 
torial Guinea’s 75 pesetas 
proof for 1970 bears only the 
frontal likeness of Abraham 
Lincoln flanked by the dates 
of his presidency. 
The 36 mm coin (slightly 
smaller than our silver dol­ 
lar) is a pure silver, mirror- 
finished proof with frosted 
designs and inscriptions. The 


strong features that so vivid­ 
ly portrayed Mr. Lincoln’s 
strength of character are, ac­ 
cording to many American 
sculptors, e x p e r t l y repro­ 
duced on the obverse. 


The Lincoln piece is part 
of the 1970 proof set contain­ 
ing reproductions of famous 
works of art, such as the 
‘‘Praying Hands" by Durer. 


Goya’s ‘‘Naked Maja" and 
the ‘‘Venus de Milo." 


Durer’s ‘‘Praying Hands” 
appears on two coins in the 
15-coin set. One hundred pe­ 
setas and 50 pesetas and are 


a v a i l a b l e singly or as a 
pair.
